Sawyer Files Motion In Court 


An attorney for former Coffee 
County Probate Judge James L 
Sawyer has filed a motion to either 
dismiss’ a lawsuit concerning a 
shortage of funds in the Probate 
Office or move the case to the 
Enterprise division of the county. 

The motion, filed last week, 
involved a $20,613.42 shortage of 
probate funds discovered during a 
routine audit as Sawyer was prepar- 
ing to leave office. 

Criminal charges were brought 
against two office clerks in 
connection with the missing funds; 


however, state auditors ordered 
Sawyer to pay off the shortage 
because as head of the office he was 
legally responsible for the loss. 


In the motion, Sawyer’s attorney 
asked that the suit be dismissed on 
the grounds that the state failed to 
state a claim against the defendant 
upon which relief could be granted. 
If further stated that if the suit isn't 
dismissed that it be transferred to 
the Enterprise division on the 
grounds that it was filed in the wrong 
division.

Rescue Squad Has Record Month 


Charles Farris, captain of the 
Elba Rescue Squad, reported the 
squad made a record number of runs 
during July despite a shortage of 
members. 

During July the squad made 30 
local runs and 33 tranfers, a total of 
63 runs covering 3,340 miles. 

‘'The squad is in desperate need 


of volunteers with medical training,”’ 
stated Farris, ‘‘or volunteers willing 
to take training. Additional members 
are needed to help with calls at night 
and on weekends.”’

Seaboard System Railroad To 
End Rail Service To Elba 


Seaboard System Railroad has 
been given official approval to close 
the Elba railroad spur, thus ending 
rail service to the community. The 
order, issued August 7, 1984, by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
rejected the request of the City of 
Elba for a formal public hearing on 
the matter 

The order cited the low amount of 
traffic on the rail line, and the fact 
that the three largest users (94 
percent) had not filed any protest to 
the action 

Repeatedly the ICC order noted 
that the opposition to the closing and 
the request for a heraing “were 
unsubstantiated’’. Affidavits signed 
by protestors apparently wer 
qualified evidence on the par with 
that submitted by the railroad. 

The opposition report, filed by 
Attorney Mark Vaughan on behalf of 


the city, included an offer by Mayor 
Bob English for the city to maintain 
the rail line within the city limits, but 
the ICC noted they had no evidence 
that the city had the expertise or the 
equipment to do such work 

The railroad reported to the ICC 
that it lost $115,005 on the line in 
1982, and $119,800 during the 1983 
year. Revenue in the 1983 year was 


$206,281, down $83,000 from 1982.

The tank would cost $2,500 and 
would aid in fighting fires in rural 
areas.

Letter To The Editor 


Dear Editar: 

Many Alabamians worked very 
hard in 1979 for a number of 
amendments to strengthen the 
Alabama Criminal Code. The 
keystone of our effort was the 
Habitual Offender Law, which today 
is doing exactly what we want it to 
do: enabling us to make real 
progress in reducing crime. 

The Legislature's Joint Prison 
Committee currently is considering 
proposals to weaken the Habitual 
Offender Law, which some say is too 
tough. It is important for us to 
impress upon this legislative 
committee and all other legislators 
the value of the Habitual Offender 
Law to law enforcement. 

While the crime rate has been 
decreasing somewhat in this country 
in the past few years, Alabama's rate 
of serious crime, which is the type of 
crime targeted by the Habitual 
Offender Law, has decreased 
significantly more than the national 
average. For example, FBI Uniform 
Crime Reports show that murder 
decreased 11 percent nationally and 
20 percent in Alabama, and robbery 
decreased five percent nationally 
and 15 percent in Alabama between 
1980 and 1982. 

Critics contend the Habitual 
Offender Law is filling up the jails 
with minor offenders, but this is not 
true. In every case, the actual 
punishment range for any convicted 
habitual offender is a product of both 
his prior record and the seriousness 
of the latest felony for which he is 


-being punished. The only Habitual 


Offenders who can be sentenced to 
life without parole are those with 
three pervious felony convictions 
who then commit murder or a life 
endangering offense. 

Given the tendency of the Correc- 
tions Department to create more and 
more release programs, it is crucial 
for us to keep a stiff sentencing law j| 


on the books.

TURNIP PLANTING 

Plant the turnips you're growing 
for roots early so they can make most 
of their growth during warm 
weather.

Apply 2 quarts of 8-8-8 fertilizer 
per 100 feet of row when pre- 
paring the seedbed. Plant about % 
ounce of seed per 100 feet of row. 
Then firm the soil well to get good 
germination and rapid emergence.

Thin 
the plants to about a four-inch drill 
spacing for root growth.

WATERING GARDENS 

I have just received some in- 
formation on irrigating gardens, and 
there was one point that was very 
interesting to me. The article 
pointed out that most full-season 
vegetables require about 18 inches of 
water during a growing season to 
mature. This water should be 
spaced out over this period at the 
rate of about one inch a week. 
During extremely hot times in July 
and August the plants would 
probably require two inches @ week.

WHEREAS, the date of the first 
statewide primary, general or 
special election held after the ex- 
piration of three (3) months from 
the final adjournment of the Reg- 
ular Session of the Legislature in 
1984 will be and occur on September 
4, 1984; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with this proposed 
amendment, is required by law and 
by the provision of Act No. 84-399 to 
be given by a Proclamation of the 
Governo:, to be published in every 
county in the State of Alabama for 
four successive weeks next preced- 
ing the day appointed for the elec- 
tion, in a newspaper published in 
each such county;

ment XVIII to the Constitu 
tion of Alabama, as amended 
by the amendment to the con- 
stitution known as Amend- 
ment CLII, and also provided 


for in the amendments to the 
constitution known as Amend 
ments C, CXXI1, CLI, CXCIII, 
CXCV and CCC, and by 
procedures taken under the 
amendments to the constitu 
tion known as Amendments 
CCCXXV and CCCLXXIII 
Section B. Mobile County is 
hereby authorized to apply 
proceeds of the Special Tax to

Section C. Mobile County is 
hereby authorized to issue 
from time to time its bonds 
for the purpose of refunding 
all or any one or more of the 
issues of Outstanding Securi 
ties. The aggregate principal 
amount of all bonds at any 
time issued under this 
Amendment, when added to 
the aggregate principal 
amount of all then outstand 
ing bonds theretofore issued 
by the County under any other 
amendment to the Constitu 
tion of Alabama that are pay 
able from or secured by the 
Special Tax shall not exceed 
62 per centum of the as 
sessed valuation of taxable 
property situated in the Coun 
ty as assessed for County 
taxation for the fiscal year of 
the County next preceding 
that during which any bonds 
herein authorized shall be is 


sued. 

No bonds may be issued 
under the authority of this 
Amendment until after the 
question of the issuance of 
such bonds shall have been

favor of the issuance of such
